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The applicant argues that the examiner has used official notice in order to make rejections to the claims. However, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner has not made use of official notice, but has instead noted inherent features of the prior 
art (final rejection, paragraphs 8 and 21). The examiner is not relying upon official notice of what is well known in the art, but instead 
relies upon features that are inherently part of the prior art of record. As explained with respect to relation of weights, it is inherent that 
weights within the same perspective are related, based upon these weights being grouped within the same perspective. Conversely, 
weights within a different perspective, are inherently unrelated (final rejection, paragraph 8). 

The MPEP Section 2112 [R-2] Requirements of Rejection Based on Inherency; Burden of Proof, states that: 
"The express, implicit, and inherent disclosures of a prior art reference may be relied upon in the rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 102 
or 103. "The inherent teaching of a prior art reference, a question of fact, arises both in the context of anticipation and obviousness." In re 
Napier, 55 F.3d 610, 613, 34 USPQ2d 1782, 1784 (Fed. Cir. 1995) (affirmed a 35 U.S.C. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to have combined rejection based in part on inherent disclosure in one of the 
references). See also In re Grasselli, 713 F.2d 731, 739, 218 USPQ 769, 775 (Fed. Cir. 1983)."
